Looking 
down there was a definite urge to 
shout, “Geronimo” and hit the 
silk, Looking up we could see mold- 
ed to the very top of the peak, the 
two silver domes of the observa- 
tery, something out of a dream by 
Merlin. , 

On the crest of Mt. Hamilton we 
watched the hills receding to the 
blue-black of the night in the 
east, while in the west, they march- 
ed into the flaming splendor of 
crimson, orange and amethyst rose 
imte the cool green blue above, 
while winding through the valleys 
like a glacial stream, was the sil- 
ver, fog. We surveyed the vastness 
below and almost could hear Satan

Plans to beautify memorial park 


| stallation of lawns and a sprinkler

| Sioner Wallace Brown at a_ recent

| Fisher said that he felt that if the 
job could not be done right, it ought 
to be forgotten. He suggested that 
the contractor, Eugene Thomas, be 
paid for his services rendered thus 
far and abandon the idea. Other 
Councilmen favored the suggestion. 
In furtner discussion of the proper- 
ty, it was decided to leave it as is 
until a time when a memorial 
building could be built there. 

Chief of Police Jack Yount ap- 
peared before the Council and said 
that there was much enthusiasm 
in local veteran circles favoring a 
memorial building on the site, to be 
used for a public hall, etc. He said 
it was generally indicated that the 
$2900 that was to have been spent 
to beautify the park, go toward the 
fund to construct such a building. 


Charles Burgess said that at 
the last Planning Commission 
meeting it was disclosed that the 
county has allocated $90,000 for 
construction of five memorial 
buildings; one in Daly City, South 
San Francisco, Half Moon Bay, 
Burlingame, and Redwood City. 
Under the plan, Menlo might get 
one in about five years, Burgess 
said.
